fo:th his rozing buls againſt hir Maieſtie, ex⸗ 


tommunicating (as J haue ſaid)hir Grace,and 


diſcharging hir Highneſſe liege people, and nas 
turall ſubieds from their alleageance to hir 
Grace? How often hath he with his adherents 
conſpired and intended the death and ouer⸗

witchcraft, and all kind of diuelrie beſides, 


wherein the moſt part of them are (kilfuller, 
than in dintinifie 2 And when theſe deniſes 


would not take place, noꝛ effect as they with- 
ed, then attempted they by other wales and 


mecanes to ouerthꝛowe the eſtate, the P2ince, Þ 
nobles, people, and country: ſometime by ſe⸗ 


tret irruption, ſometime by open tnuaſion, in 


ſurrecion, and rebellion, ſometime by open | 
freaſon, ſometime by ſecret conſpiracie, and 


ſometimes by one meanes, ſometimes by ano/ 
ther. And now of late attempted they the ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe and ſubuerſion of hir Paieſtie, people, 
country, and all, by ſending into the realme a 
ſoꝛt of culthꝛotes, falſe traitoꝛs, and bloudthir- 
ſtie Papiſts, who vnder the pꝛetence of religi⸗

Fo; if a felone, homicide, a murtherer, oz elſe 
hat greeuous offender ſoeuer, that hath des 
ſeraed a thouſand deaths, if it were poſſible, 
happen to be taken and appꝛehended, he is 
ftraightway committed to pziſon,and clapt vp 
in as many cold pꝛons as he can beare, pea, 
th:owne into dungeons,and darke places vn⸗ 
der the ground, without either bed, clothes, o2 


any thing elſe to helpe himſelfe withall,ſaue a 


little ſfraw-62 litter bad inough fo2 a dog to lie 
in. And in this miſerie hall he lie amongſt 
frogs ,toades,and other filthie vermine, till 
lice eate the fleſh of his bones. In the meane 
ſpace haning nothing fo cate, but either bzead 
and water, 02 elſe ſome other modicum ſcarce 
able to ſuffice nafure,andmany times it hap- 
neth,that foz want of the ſame pittance they 
tare macerate and ſhꝛonke ſo low, as they either 
looke like ghoſts, oꝛ elſe are famiſhed out of 
band. And this exfreeme miſerp they lie in 
ſometime (perhaps) a quarter of a pere, ſome⸗ 
times halfe a veœre, a tweluemonth, yea, ſomes 
times two oz thzee pres, and perchancs 

G4 all 
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all their life though they haue deſerued death, 
byitheir flagitious facts committed, Who ſeth 
not that it were much better fo2 them to die at 
once, than to ſuffer this extreme miſerie? Yea 
the ſufferance of this extremitie is better vntg 
them, than the taſt of pꝛeſent death it ſelfe, Am 
therefoꝛe in the cities refozmed beyond ſeas, 
there is notable oder fo2 this:foꝛ as ſone any 
fellon oz malefacto2 whatſoener, that hath de- 
ſerned death is taken, he is bꝛought befoze the 
magiſtrate, witneſſe comes in, and giues eui⸗ 
dence againſt him, and being found giltp, and

Theod, What is the cauſe why they are 
kept ſo long befoze they go to execution in 
Daalgne, 

Amphil. Sometimes it commeth to paſſe 
by reaſon of (will doe all) otherwiſe called 
mony,and ſometimes by frends, 02 both, fo; 
certeine if is, the one will not wozke without 
the other. Vereby it commeth to paſſe, that 
great abuſes. are committed. Fo2 if any man 
that hath frends and mony(as mony alwates 
b:ingeth frendes with him) chance to haue

fay the truth, befoꝛe God, is not he a greater 
thefe that robbeth a man of his god name fo;

ned:yct notwithſtanding J grant that a pzinee 
by his power regall, and pzerogatine imperial 
may pardon offenders, but not ſuch as Gods 
lawes and god conſcience doe condemne, as J 
ſaid befaze. The power of a p2ince is compꝛe⸗ 
hended In R ebus licitis in Deo, but not In Re.

Foꝛ euerp man though he 
know not the ſirſt pꝛinciples, grounds oꝛ rudi 
ments of his ſcience, d lineaments, dimenſions 
02 compoſitions of mans body, the poꝛ es, arte 
ries, temperament, oꝛ conſtitution, no noꝛ pet 
ſo much as the naturall complexion, qualitie, a 
Diſpoſition of the ſame, will yet notwithſtam 
ing take vpon him the habite, the title, p name 
and pꝛoleſſion of a phiſition, oꝛ ſurgean, This 
we ſee verified in a ſoꝛt of vagarants, Who run 
ſtragling (J wil not ſaie roging) ouer the coun 
tries, and beare men in hand of gret knowledg 
when as there is nothing leſſe in them.

vil Theod. Pon laid befo2e that the churches 
t\Fthere were gouerned by biſhops, and paſtozs, 
e low by them: 
i Amphil, The biſhops are graue, ancient, 
tn fatherlie men, of great grauitle, learning, 
$ behend iudgement (foꝛ the molt part) conſtitu⸗ 
ed by the Pzince ouer a whole country, oz 
Wounce, which they call their dioces. Zheſe 
raue fathers hauing authoꝛitie aboue all o⸗ 
er ok the miniſterie, in their dioces, do ſub⸗ 
itute vader them in euerie particular church 
dare mint ſter, oz miniſters accoꝛding to the ne⸗ 
| roeNitic of the ſame, And thus doeth euery 
tt lhe in hys owne btoces thozow out the 
DM BB.

Theod. Are thoſe pzeaching pꝛelates that 
the biſheps do place in euerie congregation, 
elſe reading miniſters?

But indeed J am < 
this iudgement with you, that whoſo can but 
read onelie, and neither is able to interpꝛet, 
pꝛeach, expound, no2 explane the ſcriptures, 
noꝛ yet to refell and conuince the adnerſarie, 
no2 to deliuer the true ſenſe and meaningd 
the ſcriptures, ought not to occupie a plate u 
the church of God, as the paſtoꝛ thereof. Ju 
God commandeth that the paſto3s be learned, 
ſaieng: Labia ſacerdotum cuſtodiant verita

rum, Let the lips of the pꝛieſts pꝛeſetue know⸗ 
ledge, and let the people learne the truth ont of 
their mouthes. And therefo2e thoſe that haue 
not this dexteritie in handling the woꝛ de of 
God, they are not ſent of God, neither are they 
Chꝛiſts vicegerents oz paſtoꝛs to inſtruct his 
locke. To ſuch the Loꝛd ſaith ; They rule, but 
ugh not by me, they run, but J ſent them not, they 
Pod Icrie thus ſaith the Lozd, whereas hee neuer 
ſpake it. Theſe are thoſe idoll ſhepheards, and 
dumbe dogs, of whom ſpeaketh the p2ophet, 
that are not able to barke againſt ſinne. And 
u therekoze J beſ#ch the Lozd to remaue them, 
on / and place able and ſufficient paſtoꝛs over bis 
church, that G D O may be gloꝛiſie d, and the 
jule ſ church edified in the truth. 
re Theod. Bare reading J muſt needs ſap is 
1 elſ bare feeding, but what then? Better it is to 
but haue bare fe ding than none at all. 
20,0 Amphil, Urric true, And therefoze are not 
res, they moꝛe ſcrupulous than they ought, moꝛe 
ric, curious than ne&des, and moꝛe pꝛetiſe than 
gal wiſe, that bicauſe they cannot haue pꝛeaching 
eu in euerie church, doe therefoze contemne rezs 
Fa ding, as not neceſſarie? This is as though a 
man ſhould deſpiſe meane fare, bicauſe he can-

as though a man bicauſe he cannot come by the 
carnell at the firſt, will therefoze caſt awaie 
both the nut and the carnell. It were god(as 
ſaith the apoſtle) that all could pzopheſie, that 
is, that all could pꝛeach, and expound the truth, 
but bicauſe that al haue not the gift, is therfoze 
reading naught? And therekoꝛe a ſoꝛt of noua- 
tians lately ſpꝛong bp , haue greatly faulted 
herein, in that they hold that no reading mini⸗ 
ſters only ought to be permitted in the church 
ok God, as though (as J ſap) becauſe a man can 
not haue daintie fare, therefo2e it is good to 
haue none at all. But to be plaine, as J will 
not defende a dumbe reading miniſterie only, 
ſo J will not condemne it ſoꝛ neceſſities ſake, 
when otherwiſe enerv place cannot be ſuffici- 
ently furniſhed at the firſt with god and ſuffi 
cient men as it ought.

And if they beleeued that he 
were mercifull, then would they reſt vpon the 
ſame, not doubting, but as he is almightie, and 
omnipotent, and theretoꝛe can doe al things, ſo 
he is moſt mercifull, and therfoꝛe wil pꝛeſerue 
I thoſe that put their truſt in him. If a tempo⸗ 
rall magiſtrate that ererciſcth but a ciuil office 
in he common wealth ſhuld go away from his 
charge foꝛ feat e of infection o2 plague, wheras 
his pꝛeſent abode might do moꝛe good than his 
abſence, he greatly offendeth, how much moꝛe 
then offendeth he, that being a paſtoꝛ oꝛ feder 
of loules, flieth away from his charge, wheras 
his pꝛeſence might doe a thouſand times moꝛe 
good than his abſence: And if it pleaſe the Lo2d 
to take them away to himſeife, are they not 
molt happie? Enter they not into eternal glo⸗ 
rie? And haue they not an end ok all miſeries 
and paines in this life, and the perſect fruition 
ofperpetuzl! isie in the heauens: Are they not 
bleſled, il when the Loꝛd ſhal call them, he — 

them 
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them ſo well occupied as in fœding, a hꝛeaking 
the bꝛead of life to the poꝛe members of Chzif 
Jeſus fo2 whoſe ſakcs he ſhed his hart blood? 

Theod. But they ſap, we ought not to 
tempt Gov, which thing they muſt needs der 
ik they ſhoulde tarrie when they ſee death bes 
foꝛe their face, And they ſap further, that it is 
witten that we mult keepe the whole from 
the ſicke, and the ficke from the whole. Beſids 
ſaie they, Natura dedit, poteſtatem tuendi yi. 
tam omni animanti, Nature hath giuen pow- 
er of defending of life to cuerte lining crerore. 
Againe, euerp thing fleeth from his contrarie, 
but death is contrarie to nature, foz it cane 
th2ongh the cozrupfton of nature, therſoꝛe we 
flie from the ſame by the inſtinct of nature. 
Theſe and the like fond reaſons they allcoge, 
fo their excuſe in flieng from their fiocks,and 
charges, what ſap you to them? 

Amphil, I can fate littleto them. But one 
lie this, that none of all theſe reaſons doe p21 
uiledge them to diſcontinue from their floctzes 
and charges. And whereas they (ate, that their 
caieng were a tempting of God, it is verie 
vntcue, it is rather a reuerent obedicce to this 
tripled cõmandement, Paſce oues meas, palce 
oues meas,paſce oues meas » Fade my ſcheept, 
feede my ſheepe,feede my ſheeyꝛ. But indeede 
ir it were lo that a pꝛiuate man who oy 
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kind of function noꝛ office, neither cccleſialkis 
call noꝛ tempoꝛall, ſeeing himſelfe if he ſtaie 
dt til in great danger of death,+ might auoid the 
to danger by flieng, & lo by the grace of God p20s 
ae long his lite, and pet will not, this man if he 
e. tarie tempteth the Loꝛd, and is a murtherer of 
is himſelfe befoze God. And to ſuch it is ſaid, thou 
m ſhalt keepe the whole from the ſicke, 4 the ück 
ds from the whole. This is the meaning x ſence 
1. Jof theſe woꝛds, and not that they do pꝛiuiledge 
Dau man fo2 not doing of his dutie. But not⸗ 
e 8 withſtanding all that can be ſaid in confutact- 
e, on of this great 4 ertreeme contempt of their 
nt duties, J baue knowne and doe know ſome 
ve miniſters (nay wolves in ſheepes clothing) in 
t. Dnalgre that in time of any plague,peſiiience 
do infection, thogh there hath bin no gret dans 
Ny ger at all that haue bin ſo far from continuing 
amongſt their floch, p if anyone of them were 

© ſicke,atthough of neuer ſo tõmon oꝛ viuall dif 
VF caſe,yet fearing to be infected with the conta⸗ 
gion thereof they haue abſented themlelnes al⸗ 
Ty tenither,from viſiting þ ſick actoꝛding as they 
e ouggt, t as dutie doth bind tbem. Yea ſome of 
them (ſuppoſe pou of mercenaries,# hirelings, 
but not oft go ð paſiſo2s) are ſo nice, fofine 4 ſo 
feareful ot᷑ drath fozſoth y in no tai they cans 
nat abide to viſit the fickg , neither by day = 
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by night. But in my indgement it is as inci⸗ 
dent to their office and dutie, fo viſite, to com⸗ 
foꝛt, to inſtruct, and relieue the ſicke, at the 
houre of death, as it is foꝛ them fo pꝛeach the 
woꝛd of God to their flocke al the daies of their 
life. And peraduenture they may doe moꝛe god 
in one howꝛe at the laſt gaſpe, then they haue 
done all the dates of their life befoze. Foz 
he that in his life time hath had in ſmall eſti⸗ 
mation the bleſſed woꝛde of God, but follo⸗ 
wing his owne humoꝛs in hope fo ite long, 
hath lead a very wicked and impenitent life, 
nowe thzongh the conſideration and ſight of 
death, which he ſecth befo2e his eies, togither 
with godly erhoztations, admonitions, and 
conſolations, out of the woꝛd of God, may ca- 
ſelie be withdzawne from his foꝛmer wicked 
like, and dieng in the faith of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, with 
true repentance fo2 his ſinnes, to foꝛe tommit⸗ 
fed, liue fo2 euer in iope both of body & ſonle, 
whereas if exhoꝛtations had not bin, he might 
(happilp) haue died irrepentant, oꝛ btterly del⸗ 
perate fo his euerlaſting deſtruction foꝛ euer. 
Pea, it is comonly ſeene, that thoſe who could 
neuer be worine fo Chꝛiſt 4eſus, all the dates chu 
of their like befoꝛe, vet at the laſt hawꝛe they n 
are ſoone recauered. Therefoꝛe ought not the lo 
paltozs to neglecte their duties therein, but 
| warely 
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warely:, and carefully to warche oner their 
flocks, night and day without ceaſing that whe 
the great ſhephard of the ſheepe commeth , he 
may rewards them with the immerceſſible 
crowne of efernall glozy, And thus much be if 
ſpoken hcreof, 

Theod, Jn whome doth the clection of the 
miniſfer oz paſto2 conſiſt in the church onely 
02 in the biſhops ? 

Amphil, J tolde you befoze( as Jremem- 
ber) that the church might examine the life, the 
tonuerlation, and diſpoſition of him, o2 them, 
whome they would haue to be their paſtoꝛ, and 
finding the ſame god to pꝛelent him, oꝛ them, 
to the biſhops, o2 elders to whome it appertei⸗

haue fold you, that is, to iudge of his conuer⸗ 
ſation x integritie of life, referring the whole 
action beſides to tze biſhops, and elders. F92 
ik the charches Gould eiect their miniſter oz 
paſts: of themſelues abſolutely, beſides that it 
would bed confaſion ( foz ſome would choſe 
one, ſome another,ſovte this, and ſame that, ne⸗ 
ner contenting thẽſelues with any) the church 
Would doe that alſo, which were directly cons 
trarie to the woꝛd of God.

Foꝛ in the dais of the apoſtles did the 
churches any moꝛe than choſe foozth certeine 
perſons of a tried conuerſatton,+ pꝛeſented the 
to the apoſtles? And did not the apoſtles then 
whom our biſhops now in this action do ttpꝛit⸗ 
ſent) lap their hands vpon them, appꝛoue them 
(after trial! had of their ſuſficiencie in knobw⸗ 
ledge) and ſent them fozthinto the Loꝛds vinc⸗ 
yard 2 The churches laid not their hands bron 
them, 92 as ſome call it canſecrated them not, 
noz vſed not any other ceremomall rite in the

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election of them, as the apoſtles did. But as 1 
grant that the church fo2 ſom cauſe, and tn ſou 
reſpects tis not to be excluded fro a conſultatiue 
voyce (as befoze) oz from being made pꝛinie at 
al to the eledion of their paſtoꝛ, ſo J denie that 
the church may abſolutely of his olwne plena⸗

Theod, What ſay you to a ſeigniozie 02 clders 
ſip, were it not god fo2 the fate of the church 
at this dap that p fame were c ſtabliſhed tn eve⸗ 
ty congregation, as it was in þ apoſtles dates, 
Amphil. The ſeueral eſtates and conditi⸗ 
ons of the apoſtolicall churches, and of ours 
(al circumſtances dulp conſidered) are diuers, 
and much different one from another, and 
therefoze though a ſeignioꝛie oꝛ elderſhip then 
in everie particular church were neccfſaric, 
yet now under chziſtian pꝛinces it is not ſo 
r&dfull, The churches then wanted chziſti⸗ 
an pzinces and magiſtrates fo gouerne the 
lame , and thereſo2s had nerd of ſome others 
to rule in the church.

Foz in the apoſtles times when wer 
ſeignioꝛies were oꝛdeined, we read not of am ſed v 
ſhires,dioces, oꝛ pꝛecincts, where biſhops and hu 
eccleſiaſticall magiſtrates might exerciſe theit Joug 
authoꝛitie and gouernement, as now they doe, the 
and therefoꝛe, there being neither biſhops, et / hei 
cleffaſficall noꝛ ciuill magiſtrates(as we bane ub!

make fo2 the gloꝛie of God , and the common bich 
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| Theod, What ſay you to deacons ? Js their 
e lafice neceſſarie oz not in the church of on at 
id his dap: 
t Amphi. Their office (which was fo make 
eo toll ections fo the poꝛe, fo gather the beneus⸗ 
th lencies, and contributions of euerie o ne that 
were diſpoſed to giue, and to ſe the ſame beſto⸗ 
led vpon the poꝛe and nerdie members of the 
d church) is very neceſſarie, and withont doubt 
it ought to be continued foꝛ euer.

wiſe they would, if they were called by bare 
naked names onclie But notwithſtanding

It is not required as of neceſſitie, 
bnt thought metc and conuenient tober vic 
foꝛ a decentie, and comtines in the Church of 
God , But notwithTanding the chielelt thong 
wherby a paſtoꝛ 02 mintiter oght to be known 
from the common, vulgare ſoꝛte of people is, 
the pꝛeaching of the woꝛd of God, the admini⸗ 
ſtration of the ſacraments, the execution of ec⸗ 
tleſtaſtical diſcipline, and other cenſures of ths 
Church, and withall his integritie of ipte, and 
ſoundneſſe st conuerſation in euerie reſpite, 
Cheſe are the true notes, and markes wherby 
a Miniſter of the Golpell ought to bee bnowen 
and diſtineted fcom the other common ſoꝛte cf 
people, And pet though theſe bee the chiekeſt 
notes whereby they arc dilinct from others of 
the tempozaitte and laitic, vet are thep not the

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pleſſe, and ſach line: That as the firſt doth di, 


ſtinguiſh them from others, whileſt they are er 
erciſed about the ſame, ( fo2 who is ſo doltiſhe 
that ſeing a man pꝛeache, miniſter the ſacra⸗ 
ments, execute other eccleſialticallcenſures 
of the church, that will not iudge him to bee a 
Pinilter of the Goſpetl? ) ſo the other notes of 
apparell (the ſurpleſſe except) may make a dif 
ference , and diſtinguiſhe them from others of 
the laitie abꝛoad.

But J haue heard great diſputation 
and reaſoning pro & contra, to and fro , that 
the paſtoꝛs and miniſters of the Goſpeil,oaght 
not to be diſſeuered from the common ſozte of 
people, by anie diſtincte kinde of apparell, but 
rather by ſounding the Loꝛdes voice on high, 
by miniſtring the lacramentes, and the like, 
what ſap pou to the ſame: 

Amohil. Inderde there are ſome J confeſſe, 
that are of that opinion, and they bꝛing in the 
example of Saule, enquiting of Samnell 
fo2 the ſeers houſe, inferring that the Pz0- 
phet was not diſtinct from other common peo- 
ple in his attire, faz than Saule ould _ 
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hane knowen him by the ſame, And the er» 
ample of the damoſell, that ſpake to Peter, 
inferring that whereas the mayde ſayde, Thy 
ſpeech bewrayeth thee, if he had bene diſtincte 
from others in atfire , o2 outwarde apparell, 
ſhee would than haue ſapd, Thy apparcl ſhew= 
eth thee to bee ſuch a fellowe . Theic with 
the like examples they pꝛetende to p2z00ug 
that paſtoꝛs and Piniſters are net to bee dilſ⸗ 
ternes and knowen from the lap people, by a⸗ 
nye kinde of apparell. But as J will not 
ſaie that they are to bee knowen, and diſcer⸗ 
ned from others by apparell oz habite onelye, 
(but rather by the lifting vp of their voices 
like Trumpetes as ſaith the Prophet) ſo 4 
wyll not denpe the ſame to bee no note oz 
marke at all to knowe a Paſtour 02 Dis 
niſter of the Goſpell by from others of the 
tempoꝛaltie, and laitie. And truelpe fo: 
my parte, J ſ no great inconuentence; if 
they bee by a certaine kinde of decente habits 
(commaunded by a Chziſttan Pꝛince) known 
and diſcerned from others.

And traly it ſemeth they 
are dꝛiuen ta the wall, and ſoꝛe graueled, that 
will ſlie to theſe ſimple ſhifts But whatſoencr 
they ſay oz affirme, certain it is, that offenſiue 
to the godly they canaot be, who haue already 
learned to diſtinguiſh betwirt the things abns 
ſed, and the abuſes themſe!nes. And who know 
alſo how to ble things mere indifferent to god 
ends, and purpoſes, And theckoꝛe this queſtion 
thus J ſhut vp in few words, that the wearing 
of theſe garmentes bring commaunded by a 
Chꝛiſtian P2ince, is not offenſfue, 02 ſcanda⸗ 
lous to ante god Chꝛiſtians, and to the o⸗ 
ther it mattereth not what it be.
